pected compromise proposal

Pittsburgh, Oct. 1 — (IP)—A 
half 


million CIO 
steel-workers 
struck 


oday for free pensions and free in- 
jurance, shutting down America's 
btcel and iron mills from coast to 
coast. 


The first steel walkout since 1946 
dealt a crippling blow to U. S." in- 
dustry. And coupled with the two- 
veek-old coal strike it threatens to 
disrupt the nation's economy. 


Right now America's strike idle 
s past the million mark. This in- 
cludes 400,000 soft coal miners. 


United S t e e 1 worker .President 
Philip Murray gave the strike sig- 
lal.

Pittsburgh, Oct. 1 The nation's 
coal strike is two weeks old today 
but, ironically, coal stockpiles are 
higher than at the - same- ' strike- 
less time last year. 


The bureau of mines reports a 


48-day supply on hand. That com- 
pares with the 40-day 
supply in 


1948. 


And the coal may last a lot long- 
er than 48 days. Usually a pro- 
longed coal strike shuts down the 
fuel hungry steel industry.

by a strike of its own. That dras-

Workers are in 23 states.

Russia to Help 
Oust Chinese 
Notionalists 


Lake Success, N. Y., Oct. 1 —• 


(UP)— Russia soon will launch a 
drive to oust Chinese Nationalists 
from the United Nations and seat 
a Chinese communist delegation, a 
highly-placed Soviet bloc spokes- 
man said today. 
"This undoubtedly will be the 


last assembly in which the Kuomin- 
tang (nationalist) government will 
participate." the spokesman said. 
The Soviet government was ex- 


pected to set the stage for its de- 
mands by Immediate renunciation 
of the Sino-Sovlet treaty of grierid- 
ship of 1945 and recognition of the 
communist Chinese peoples repub- 
lic formed in Peiping. 


Russia also pushed a diplomatic 


offensive on two other fronts, seek- 
ing victories over the West on the 
issues of Korea and the former 
Italian colonies. 
The Soviet union scored n tri- 
umph yesterday when the general 
assembly's political commitee rel- 
egated Chinese nationalist charges 
against the Kremlin to a losvly fifth 
place on Us agenda. 


In this position the nationalist 


charges probably will not be con- 
sidered for several weeks and may 
lot reach the full general assem- 
bly until mid-November. 


In delegating the issue to 
fifth 
place the 59-membei- committee 
overrode arguments by the United 
States and Britain in support of 
China.
